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STAMPEDE GULLY. 

MOW A WELL KNOWN RAVINE IN 
TEXAS GOT ITS NAME. 



A Herd of in, 000 Tattlo Rtnmpoded St 
Mgttt, maa Before Tlicjr W«r« Sten^ 
*,TM Off ffham tTw* iUlto«-€oMlr 
Bl«Mi«v M«d« bj • MMioMi O«#boy. 

One of the n:"ft doeperate stanipeflos 
ot cattle ever wituessKl by a Texas cow- 
boy, Biyt Rev. J. B. Cranfill of Waco, 
Tex., oooomd in 1876 on tbe prairie in 
ibe center of Which now Btands tbe 
to\7n of McGregor. Fifteen thousahd 
cattle and 86 cotvboya partkipated in 
tM eMtinit ereni Mr. OnmHn itm tot 
a participant, hut lio tells thv story as 
be got it from an eyewitness in Tbe 
la^ifi ^id — 1 Late in tbe af temoon of 
July 4 there had been a lively thiindpr- 
storm that mado thu cattle uervous. At 
10 o'clock at uight, however, tlicy 
seemed to be sleeping profoundly. Then 
tbe narratire proceeds as follows: 

"The itam were all abintng, and 
there was do canse at all for the aroas- 
ing of tbo herd. They appeared to get 
Bp all at once, with a tingle purpose, 
and the roar that was heard k( • !:iril to 
oome from a single throat. Tbe Wilson 
brothen And their cowboys who were 
sleeping in their cauip rnsbid to their 
ponies, who were grazing with the sad- 
dles aud bridle.s on, nmi at< fast as tlit> 
bits could Le replaced in their mouths 
they mounted aud galloped to the flanks 
of tbe now disappenriug mass, headed 
in tbe direction of tbe Brazos river. " 

Tbe Qsnal eonrse on sncb occasions is 
to get in front of the herd— a risky 
piece of work — aud Pt;'.rt it to rnnuiiifi 
iu a circle. XLiii attempt was made iu 
this case. 

"Some cattle can outran others, and 
in tbii case there was a bnnoh of about 
60 fnlly 20 yards in adranoe, and to- 
ward this leading group the two rescu- 
ers rodo. Of the leading group, also, 
some were faster than others, aud this 
group ran iu a diamond shape, with two 
immense steers leading all. When Mr. 
Wilson and! hts companion reached the 
two leading steers, they began shooting 
their revolvers cloee to them, and iu 
that way tlia bunch was made to obliiiue, 
and as the leading bunch of cattle 
obliqued tbe main stanipedo obliqued, 
and the first step in 'pilling' bad been 
taken. By this time fbeeattto Were get- 
ting tired. Nearly five miles had been 
covered, and the breath of the leaders 
was coniin^' fihort and paininlly, but 
tbey were rushing on because the front 
cattle at this time knew as a matter of 
fact |b«ir onJiy mfety waa in keeping op 
therm. Those behind were coming, 
and they were in tbe majority, and the 
leaders were conipolled to run. There 
was real danger for the forward mem- 
bers of the stampede. 

"In the invoice of articles contaim d 
in the fegnlation 'ootflt' there is always 
some kind of stimnlants, aud bnt for 
the stimulant3 contained in Mr. Wil- 
son's outlit it- IS poKiible that the stam- 
pede would have Leiu li:.lted without 
diFastcr. Ho bad a Mexican alonf,', one 
of the best cowboys iu the south west. 
This Mexican aud bis horse always re- 
minded tboso who eaw him ride of tbe 
fabled Centaur. Ho rodo far forward 
and bent over, so that ho and his horse 
appeared to bo one unii;ial. No horse, 
however rugged, 'wild and woolly,' had 
ever been able to unseat him. This Az- 
teo bad been to the little brandy runlet 
too often and bad filled and emptied bis 
tin cup with snrreptitious intoxicants, 
so that his usual excellent juiiKUient 
went awry. When l;o sueeeeded iu get- 
'^tiug monntcd, after having funiLKd 
with bia bridle a good deal, ho was fur 
in the rear, aud tbe stampede bad gone 
past bim, so that when he overtook tbe 
rear end ho passed to tbe front on the 
other sido and rode on the wrong flank. 

" When ho reached thu hi ad of the 
herd, bo waa just in time to defeat tlie 
maneuver, then under execntion, of bend- 
ing the moving mass from' a straight 
line to a semicircle. Revolver iu hand, 
disregarding tho other men, he began 
shooting iu tho fares of tho wild steers, 
and tho effect of this was to stn;igliten 
tho run aud bring the advance btrait,'ht 
toward a precipice. Thin precipice was 
a wash in the prairie, forming a deep 
ravine fnlly 80 yards wide, aud in a 
shorter tiino thuu it takes to tell of this 
coutretenips the head of the column was 
pouring over, a lioirible eascailo of beef, 
plunging madly into destrueiiou while 
fleeing from nu imaginary (!aiit,'er. 

" When Mr. Wilsou aud bis liontenants 
saw that it was impossible to save their 
cattle, they saved themselves by dexter 
otisly turning at right angles at foil 
tpeed laid riding out of tbe way. They 
next returned to tho flank and held a 
ooDUcil of war. A few seoonds decided 
them, and all bandi •omaenoed shoot- 
ing into tkibaMl. th* aitfM* now being 
to build a iMMtwotk oC caroasass aud 
%v« the rear end from tbe destniotiou 
( hull overtaken the front. Tho k«1- 
l/'.vas nuorly full of cattle by this 
time. Tliey wore snorting and bellow- 
ing, crashing and tearing, and still 
heaping np, and when the firing began 
the w^iaQM^ dOM tumbled over on tbe 
otheik.lttid' tkisMrt time tbe gully, 
like the ainiken road at Waterloo, was 
bridtCM oiNMses. Tbeberd surged 
n p ib M Uowfc Uka m ooaan. and bent 



BOW baoaoaa It oonld not do otborwise. 
The lemiotrcle was formed, and Wil- 
son and bis men crossed tbe gully be- 
low and rodn around tho oppositn siilo 
and Tccrossed, aud in a short time they 
bad the cattle halted, forming an in- 
complete letter 0, and there tbey stood, 
blowing, bellowing, shivering. All 
hands remained on watoh all ni|fht, and 
iu the morning, when a count was made, 
it was ascertained that 2,700 head wero 
missing. There wero afterward 2,700 
pairs of horns taken from that gully. 
It was called iStampede gully for many 
years afterward, aud perhaps will al- 
ways with some people be remembered 
by that name."

Mmo. Jindritiha Peskova iif I'ia;,';ie, 
in whose honor the Bcln inian woiiicn 
of Chicago recently held a celebration, 
is the most distinguished woman in tbe 
Austrian empire and was reoMltly deo- 
orated by the emperor in aoknowledg- 
nient of her great work among women. 

As the second Austrian woman ever 
given a medal by the emperor. Mtm\ 
Peskova ia a particularly interesting 
woman. Her chief work baa been the

Every year 2,UO0 
B^emian young women are here pro- 
pared for the University of Prague, tbe 
doors of which institution wero opened 
to women through the untiring efforts 
of Mme. Peskova. She is also tho fore- 
most poetess of her country, editor of a 
woman's journal, translator of many 
languages and* writer oo edaoational 
matters.

Mrs. J. P. Mumferd of tho New Cen- 
tury club of Philadelphia spo!;e In'foro 
tho state federation on "Tho Homo In 
tho School." In treating her subject 
Mra Mnmford referred to the changes 
that have taken place in our education- 
al world since tbe days of the old "com- 
mittee man" who was wont to dangle 
his legs from a high wooden briioh tho 
while he imbibed knowledge from the 
one universal textbook of learning — tho 
blue covered speller. The great tract of 
educational progress that lies between 
that tine and the present forms the 
truest index of tbe world's advancement 
along all lirj(>s.

JOHN KEAT8. 



A Pootfs Oeatio Lifs That Was Vsnihwt- 

e<l All Too Sonn. 

In the days of Keats, Hampstead and 
Higligatc were still capable of having 
an individtiality of their own and of 
teeming with iuterosting associations. 
Part of their celebrity ariaes from those 
assooiiitions thus formed. Leigh Hunt, 
vL^itlug those scenes before his dciitb, 
would point to tho wooden seat where 
lie and Keats or he and iL'helley sat 
when such a poem was recited or to tho 
|>atb through the fields where Coleridge 
took leave of bim and Charles Lamb, 
who woold atutter tome wittieiau at 

parting. 

John Keats was born in Moor.-^field, 
London, 1 i!t5, and at tiie age (jf l."> was 
left an orphan, when he entered upon a 
five years' ap;;rentices!iip in a surgeon 
apothecary shop at Edmonton. From 
his youth he showed a passion for music 
and poetry and spent all bis leisure mo- 
ments in poring over books. After read- 
ing "The FaiTiu t^'ueeno" he would talk 
of notliing but Spenser. He learned 
whole pas.sagis by heart, which bo 
would repeat and dwell upon with ec- 
stasies of delight His first poetical com- 
position, written at the age of 17. was 
entitled "In Imitation of Spenser." 
From that time it seemt d that Keats 
lived only to read jioetry and to write 
it. Ho luxuriated iu the thoughts of 
poets, talked about them and read them 
to bia frietads. 

Before Keats' apprenticeship was 
over it was evident that be would not 
persevere in becoming a .--urgt nn. At 20 
he entered a hospital as a stude nt, but 
Kion gave it up and fomul more con- 
genial society with Leigh Huut, bhel- 
ley, Qoodwin, Hay don and othcr.s. 
Keats signalized his accession to this 
literary group by publishing in 1817 a 
small volume of pciems. Hunt describes 
him at this time as being under njediutn 
height, with shouldi'rs very broiul for 
bis size. His face, strongly cut, yet deli- 
cately mobile, dcuoted determination 
aud sensitiveness. His eutire expression 
was of eager power, and he plainly 
showed hi.s emotions. Word.sworth 
alone ho seemed to look u])on us u sub- 
limity among contemporary poets. 

In 1817 he left London to lead a 
quiet, though tf 1^1 aud busy life on the 
isle of Wight, returning a year later 
with four booksof his "Eudymion' ' oom- 
jili ted. In 1S20 he waa seized with the 
fatal malady, tho knowledge of which 
had L( III his fearful seer»'t for some 
years. After a few months, during which 
he seemed partly to fight with death as 
one to whom life waa preoioua and part- 
ly to long to die as one who had nothing 
to live for, he was taken to Italy and 
then? 1 reatheil his last at Home, Febru- 
ary, ISL'l, at the age of 2o. 

He had wi.shed for "ten years of po- 
etic life, " but not half that term had 
been allowed him. Crowded into bia 
short life was much of intereat with bia 
ambitions, his high ideala and' bia tal- 
ents, aud liud he lived the ordinary age 
of man many think that ho would have 
been ouo of tbe great* sr, poets. — £x- 
obange. _

Mrs. Washington was in the habit 
of retiring at an early hour to her own 
room, unless detained by company, and 
there, no matter wliat tho hour, Nellie 
(Miss Custis) attended her. 

One evening my father's carriage be- 
ing late in coming for- me, my dear 
young friend invited me to accompany 
her to grandmamma's room. There, aft- 
er some littlo chat, Mrs. W^ishington 
apologized to mo for pur.suing her usual 
prepiiratious for the night, and Nellie 
entered upon her aooostomed duty by 
reading a chapter and a psalm fkom tho 
old family Bible, after which all pres- 
ent knelt in evening prayer. 

Mrs. Washington's faithful maid 
then assisted her to disrobe and lay her 
head upon the pillow. Nellie then sang 
a verse of aoae sweetly soothing hymn, 
and then leaning down received tbe 
parting blessing for the night, with 
some emphatic remarks on ber duties, 
imiir'ivemcnts, etc. The effect of these 
judicious habits uud teacbiugu appeared 
in tho granddaagbtar'a ebaraoter 
through life.

Fortunate islaiui.-i, the aneient.s called 
them. What mca^iure of good fortune 
tbey associated with cleanliuesa ia in- 
deed uncertain. From the duration and 

elaboration of their buths one might 
prcHume that theltomans — not tho holy, 
but the jiaiian Ifoirans — jilacefl it at 
least a degree aliDve godliness. Yet 
Bonio influence surely must have trav- 
ersed ths law of heredity, for tbey 
scarcely seem to have transmitted this 
disposition to their posterity. 

Whether, however, the title of Por- 
tunato. given to these* Ldands, had or 
had not a reference to this (juality, 
which we pl.^c(! proverbially only next 
to godliness, tbe quality itself is strik- 
ingly oonspionoua. The islands had oth- 
er namea The Heeperides ia tbe most 
familiar of them, and in Teucrifo the 
original "dragon" tree may be seen be- 
neath which that sleepless dragon coiled 
hiniscll wht) acti d as watchdog for the 
maidens guarding tbe golden apples. 
Today we call "golden apples" oranges 
— in the language of tho country, na- 
raugas. We have chaugt d tbe name of 
the islands, too, and call them tho Ca- 
naries. No canary liirds seem to live in 
them, howevi r, ;i.M! thin- is a notion 
that the uamu is derived ultimately 
from "cauls," the dogs, especially those 
of the iiland of Laniserote, the most 
easterly, being famona The fiora of 
the islands are subtropical, with palms 
(is not the chief town of th(^ Gruud 
Canary Lus Pulmus?;, bananas, ( ucalyp- 
tus, cactus and the aforesaid "golden 
apples." Luxuriant vegetation is tbe 
glory of Tenerife; a climate wonder- 
fully e<]uablo is common to them all, 
hut (iraiid Canary is especially bleaaed 
in its dryues.s and freshness. 

At Urotav.-i are moro grandeur of gar- 
dens aud spacious betels. At Las 
Palmas, facing tbe northeast trade 
winds, ore the constant fresh breeae off 
the sea, accommodation as oo m f O rtt b te 
as could 1,0 desired and the rju.ility of 
clranliness in its nujierlativ*' degree. 
Wlu ro all is so dry it is dinicult to bo 
dirty aud u positive triumph of innate 
instincts over circumstances on the part 
of the proletariat that ao many of them 
oonttnne to be filthy.

The Qoeen City recently left Pittsburg 
nineteen hoars behind time, and on top 
of a Hwi'lliiiL' Htreain aini confronted by 
tlie great fleet of coal boats and their 
tows, yet she made up her lost time and 
arriveil in Cincinnati on schedule. 

Says the Catlet^sburg Democrat: 
" Prospects seem good for a river war in 

the near future between the White Cellar 
Liue people and the Pittsburg Line. An 
agreement between the lines is to the ef- 
fect that the PittMl)ur^ people fhall let the 
Wliite Collar people have the local busi- 
ness between Pomsroy and Cincinnati, 
and, in turn, the Wtiite Collar people 
should keep their hands off the Pittsburg 
trade.

be presented in projier and satisfactory 
shape abroad, and passed upon by Sir 
Thomas Tancred (pronounced Tankard), 
the eminent engineer who has been re- 
elected by the British capitalists to act 
in their behalf upon the merits of the 
enterprise. Sir Thomas Tancred is the 
engineer who projected tlie Tehauntepec 
Railroad in Mexico, and great railway 
lines in New Zealand, Soath Africa, and 
lines in other lands. 

"We will have no trouble in raising a 
sufficient sum iu (ireat Britain, to Imild 
the Black Diamond system," said .Mr. 
Dickinson, "as soon as the plans and 
franchises of tlie road are presented in 
London in due shape, and meet the ap- 
proval of the ureal enxineer who has 
been selected to pass upon them. Money 
is being loaned at 1 per cent, pet annum 
in Great Britain, and there are millions 
there that cannot be placed at even a 
small profit The cotton thread trust 
was recently formed over there, ami when 
t liey ad vert ised for i;2,000,0U0 ($10,000,000) 
of stock to be taken tKfiOOfiOO ($150,000,- 
ODO), five times the amount called for, 
was subscribed. This will illustrate the 
plethora of idle capital in the British 
Isles seeking investment. They don't 
care to invest in old-time railway stocks 
any more, for they have been frosted so 
frequently by increased capitalization, 
but they are ready for new speculations." 

Mr. Dickinson has been in I-ondon for 
live years, and will return in February 
fully equipped with material to push the 
Black D ianiond system to a finish, he 
says, lie will be accompanied by lion. 
William Kirkby, tx-Bailroad Commis- 
sioner of Ohio, and now one of the Black 
Diamond Company.

Nearly ."JOt) Already Introtliicoil in flioHonsp 
and Senate at Fruukfui-t-Duings

Nearly 300 bills have already been in- 
frudnced in the House and Senate at 
Frankfort, and the committee!) have these 
hands full. It is estimated half of their 
measures will be "killed'' in the com- 
mittMS, and that not half of the remain- 
iofc half will ever reach the Governor. 

The House has passed the bill making 
it compulsory on Judfres to exclude wit- 
nesMi from the oonrtroom daring the 
trial of tlie case. 

Another bill which paMed provides 
that ofllcers, in taking depoaitions, shall 
be shorn of their authority to dcciilc all 
points that come np and what kiud of 
questions siiall be asked, and leaves them 
to decide only the form in which the 
question shall be put. 

The following were killed by being re- 
fused their second reading: The bill to 
repeal the Separate Coach law ; the bill to 
confer police power on conductors of 
passenger traiua and street cars ; to pre- 
vent the aale of oleomargarine or other 
imitation of butter; to consolidate the 
olUoea of Sheriil' and Jailer in every 
coanty. It was thonght the latter bill 
was i^nconstitutional. 

Ttie (Jomiuittee on Criminal Law de- 
cided to report favorably the Tiacy Em- 
bezzlement bill, which enlarges the scope 
of the charge of embezzlement. Not 
only might a conliilential employe be 
guilty of embezzlement, butalsoa aervant 
or other employe. It will be amended so 
as to include pariacrd in business. 

The Committee on Criminal Law de- 
cided to report favorably the bill making 
it unlawful to catch fisfi from April 1 to 
June lb, and after that time perudtting 
•ny kind of fishing or seining except by 
the use of dynamite and poison bait.

Brown's bill amending the bird and 
game law, making it unlawful to kill 
partridgea, ate, for Ave years, was re- 
ported adversely, but udvunceii by the 
Uouse. 

Traoy's bill amending election law 
and requiring polls to be opened from a 
a. m. to 4 p. m , reported adversaly and 
refused a second reading. 

A bill will be introduced providing for 
a free medical college in connection witli 
the State Agricultural and Mechanical 
College at Lexington. 

The following were reported favorably 
and advanced, Wednesday : Bill requiring 
the eolieotion of all sebool tax to be by 
the County Sheriff, unless there be a 
County Treasurer ; the act abolishing the 
State Board of Equalisation ; the bill hi- 
creasing the limit $100 to $200 in cases 
appealable tu the Court of Appeals; 
North's bill repealing the section of the 
Anti-mob bill, which requires the ap- 
pointment of guards. 

Some of those reported unfavorably 
and killed were: Hall's bill proposing 
to tax doBS, and Brown's bill enlarging 
the jurisdiction uf (Quarterly Courts. 

The Uouse adopted a resolution Wed- 
nesday ordering the purchase for use of 
members during the session of 150 copies 
of the Louisville Dispatch conlumiug the 
daily prteaedings.

We arc not informed 
as to whether he can make u correct arti- 
cle of thick, rich, sweet cream or not. 
If he can, then hia fortime ia made, for 
bis artificially produced dairy foods are 
entirely free from the deadly microbes 
that aometimea make their hanots in 
'oowa' milk and cream. Mr. Day's proc- 
ess is to extract the vcgetablo oils and 
other things necessary from the corn, 
grasses, eta, and combine tbem In the 
right proportlans to msfce boMerand 

cheese. 

A powerfnl electric light is one of the 
chief agents need by Mr. Day in his ex- 
perlmenta Re finds, besides, that snch 
a light, when thrown upon meats and 
vegetables in a certain way, will pre- 
senre them in a atate almoat fresh for a 
long time. Applied mnro powerfully, 
the same light will dry them hard and 
tough, preaerving them in this atate al- 
so. By the Day electric curing process 
four pounds of meat can be reduced to 
one, which may be soaked in water and 
brought to ita natural size and almost 
to ita natcral condition again. Fruits 
and vegetables are treated in the same 
way. Thisia an important diaooTeiyfor 
expectant Klondikers to take note of. 
Hero a.s elsewhere electricity promises 
to prove itself the most powerful and 
willing servant of man. We have not 
indeed touched so much as the hither 
verge of its field of usefulness.
